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large army.” 


and fighting forces. His 
statement, which was espec- 
ially directed to congressional 
committees now studying this 
problem, follows: 


“Organized labor is pre- 
pared to oppose any unrea- 
sonable plan to strip industry 
of skilled workers to build up 
an excessively large army. 

“Modern wars are won by 
production as well as by fight- 
ing, and by morale. These 
three — production, fighting, 
morale—form the interrelated 
trinity of victory. 


“In peace-time, production is an 
important function of labor and 
management. In war-time, this 
function and this responsibility 
increase many-fold. Balance be- 
tween production, fighting and 
morale, is an absolute prerequisite 
of successful prosecution of war. 
Should production claim too much 
of our internal effort, or should 
fighting claim too great a share 
of national resources and effort, 
morale will suffer, and the war 
effort will lag. Morale is the 
power of spirit that steels us to 
endurance and sustains our deter- 
mination in spite of obstacles. 


“The government must now 
decide whether our war cause 
will be better served by taking 
a million or more men out of 
industry and putting them in- 
to uniforms or whether these 
men are more needed to pro- 
duce ships and the munitions 
of war. The value of increas- 
ing millions under arms must 
be measured precisely in the 
terms of our ability to use 
them, and in terms of the 
effect of excessive fighting 
personnel on production and 
morale. 

“In a way, this is a simple de- 
cision to make. We should have 
sufficient information and sense 
to measure the capacity of the 
united nations to transport both 
troops and the colossal quantities 
of equipment which this nation

The 
burden of establishing this 
segregation is upon the em- 
| ployer. If an employe works 
only a portion of a week on war 
work and the remainder on 
non-war work, his entire week's 
| Work is covered by the order. 
Premium Pay. No premium wages 
;May be paid for work on Saturday 
| or Sunday as such, but double time 
;}must be paid for the seventh con- 
secutive day of work, provided that 
week. “Work week” is defined as 
7 consecutive days, starting on the 
same calendar day each week. The 
starting day of the work week may 
be changed, but not for the pur 
pose of evading the requirements 
of the order. 

“Work day” means 24 con- 
secutive hours. The start of the 
work day may be established 
at any hour, but if no particu- 
lar period is established, the 
calendar-day from midnight to 
midnight is to be used. When 
a shift cuts across two work- 
days, only the day on which the 
shift starts is to be counted as 
a work day. When an employe 
works beyond his normal shift 
and into the next work day, the 
hours worked on that day are 
excess hours and cannot be re- 
garded as work on an addi- 
tional day. If this next work 
day, however, is the employe’s 
day of rest and he works one- 
half of his normal shift, or if 
he ts called back to work on 
his day of rest, it must be 
counted as a day of work. 
Holidays. The 6 holidays desig- 

nated in the order (New Year's, 
July 4, Labor day, Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, and either Memorial 
day or other holiday of greater 
local importance), if worked, must 
be paid for at neither more nor 
less than time and a half.

Dangerous Labor Legislation 


Vicious Bill Must Be Defeated 


An anti-labor law submitted to the Georgia legislature and 
frankly called an anti-strike law, gives point to the American 
Federation of Labor’s warning that a flood of state anti-labor 
acts threatens the labor movement and national unity and 
security. 

The Georgia proposal is only one of a number. Hardly a day 
passes without reports from state capitals telling of similar pro- 
posals—many so drastic as to be grotesquely absurd in this day | 
and age. Yet they continue to be proposed and there is no sign | 
of a let-up. 

Evidently organized labor has a big job ahead of it—the job 
of showing the nation the dangerous character of much of the| 
proposed legislation dealing with labor activities. The proposals | 
are creating a serious situation, as they might easily lead to loss | 
of faith and confidence among the great masses of the people— 
a loss which will inevitably be reflected in declining war pro- 
duction. 

Labor is out this year to double the war production of 1942. | 
But, as AFL President Green says: 

“We are confident we can attain this goal, which is vital to 
victory, if the freedoms of American workers are not restricted | 
and if hands of the trade unions that represent them are not tied | 
by vicious legislation.”

The nationwide campaign to en-

In North Carolina two anti- 
union bills were killed by the 
labor committee of the legis- 
lature’s house of representa- 
tives. Newspaper observers and 
legislative representatives pre- 
dicted this action would end 
the reactionary drive for the 
1943 session in this state. One 
of the bills would have auth- 
orized the use of anti-labor in- 
junctions by employers and 
provided for state supervision 
of union finances. The other 
sought to limit picketing. 
Another encouraging report came 

from Wyoming. Martin Cahill,
